Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 3 and 6-12 are allowed.

anticipated nor rendered obvious that a transflective liquid crystal display device 
comprises a relationship of elements as claimed with the specific features in the 
following claims: 
claim 1 

a plurality of the transmissive regions being arranged in a zigzag shape over a 
plurality of the sub-pixel regions as shown in Fig.4 and; 
claim 7 

the area of a non-colored region (opening in color filter such as the area H in 
Fig.4) corresponding to green layer being greater than the areas of the non-colored 
regions corresponding the red layer and the blue layer as shown in Figs.4; 

claim 9 

the area of a transmissive region (opening in reflection layer such as the area T 
in the Fig.4) corresponding to the green layer being smaller than the areas of the 
transmissive regions corresponding to the red layer and the blue layer as shown in 
Fig.4.
